Chief of Staff Observes 


2nd Army Maneuvers 


With General Malin Craig, Chief of 
Staff, briefly present as an observer, the 
Second Army field maneuvers got well 
under way this week in Kentucky. 


General Craig, accompanied by his aide, | 


Capt. C. B. Lee, Inf., arrived at Ft. Knox 
at noon yesterday. Visiting the various 
unit commanders, and going over the 
situation with Maj. Gen. Charles E. Kil- 
bourne, Second Army commander, the 
Chief of Staff hopes to get a comprehen- 
sive picture of the war game in the short 
time at his disposal. Due to the illness 
of Secretary of War Dern, he must be 
back in Washington tomorrow morning. 

Originally, General Craig had planned 
to fly to Ft. Knox, Thursday morning, 
spend a day there and then fly on to 
Camp Custer to go over the plans for 
the northern phase of the maneuvers, re- 
turning to Washington over the week- 
end. Bad weather upset these plans force- 
ing him to make the trip by train, and 
cutting out the Custer visit. He hopes, 


however, to get out to Michigan for a | 
brief visit before the exercises are over. | 


The maneuvers got started Aug. 1 with 
a concentration of troops of the Fifth 
Corps at Ft. Knox. Division training 
took up Aug. 3 and 4. On Aug. 6, after 
a day of preparation, the Fifth Corps 
swung into action against the enemy, the 
Red mechanized force. The field maneu- 
vers will be completed today, and next 
week the Fifth Corps will conduct divi- 
sional field training. It demobilizes Aug. 
14 and 15, units returning to their home 
stations. 

Meanwhile, the Sixth Corps 
into action, taking over the conduct of 
the “war.” The Red force moves north 
and the Sixth Corps mobilizes. This will 
take through Aug. 12. On Aug. 13, action 
begins, lasting through the middle of the 
next week. 

While General Craig was only able to 
make a flying trip to the maneuvers, a 
number of officers from the Department 
will be present during the entire exer- 
cises.

The USS Concord, commanded by 
Capt. William T. Smith, USN, was first 
in the light cruiser class. The Saratoga, 
Capt. W. F. Halsey commanding, took 
first honors in the aircraft carrier class.

Navy To Ask Increase 
In Enlisted Personnel 


Increase of the enlisted strength of the 
Navy by 5,000 _.. “ill be sought in next 


year's budget, 4 threatening to

At ln epartment and Navy 


Depart.oc.. vilicials are hard at work on 
the 1988 budget, trying to provide for the 
essentials of }ational Defense and at the 
same time hold down expenditures, Their 
task is a difficult one, faced on one hand 
with the necessity of carrying forward 
programs already undertaken requiring 
increases next year, and on the other the 
demand ef the Administration for a 
smaller ou ,uie than the current year. 

During the fiscal year 1938, one air- 
raft carrier, and six cruisers now build- 
ing are scheduled to join the Fleet. As 
none of them are replacements, an en- 
largement of the enlisted strength will be 
necessary if crews are to be provided. 
The Bureau of Navigation estimates 
that to care for these ships and provide 
additional men in connection with the 
ho tment of duty ussigniments on ship- 
board which will result in petty officers 
taking over tasks now handled by com- 
missioned officers, a strength of 105,000 
men will be necessary. By the end of the 
present fiscal year, the Navy will be re- 
cruited to a strength of 100,000, Naviga- 
tion hopes to reach 105,000 by June 30, 
1938, 

The Army will attain an enlisted 
strength of 165,000 by June 30, 1937, Thus 
next year the appropriations for pay, 
subsistence, clothing, etc., will be higher. 
The Marine Corps will also have by next 
June a larger enlisted strength by 1,000 
men than it had at the beginning of the 
current fiscal year and so next year’s ap- 
propriations will be higher. The Marines, 
also, unlike the Army, are seeking a per- 
sonnel increase. 

The War Department budget, despite 
the increased funds necessary for main- 
taining 165,000 men for a full year, seems 
likely to be kept slightly within current 
funds. Of course, no safe prediction can 
be made as what sort of an Army ap- 
propriation bill Congress will enact, with 
World conditions as they are. However, 
only considering the question of esti- 
mates, word around the Department has 
it that the preliminary figures sent to 
the Bureau of the Budget this week are 
less than those submitted last year. 

Final estimates are not due to be given 
the Budget Bureau until September 15, 
and the War Department figures will 
probably come in for some revision before 
that date. The Navy Department budget 
committee is still working on their 
figures, and it will probably be some time 
before there is any clear indication as 
to the probable total. One factor which 
will aid the Navy is that the peak of the 
present building program was reached 
this year. Next year, less money will be 
required to carry forward the existing 
program. It should be possible to pro- 
vide funds for the more pressing naval 
needs and still keep below the current 
record year unless a new program of 
auxiliary ship construction and moderni-

Newspaper Editors Urge Greater Protection of Military and Naval Secrets 


Urging greater protection of military and naval secrets, newspaper editors of the 
nation this week discussed the two recent espionage cases in which one a former en- 
listed man of the Navy was found guilty and given a 15 year Federal prison sentence, 
and the other, a former officer is in the District of Columbia jail awaiting trial, on 
charges of delivering a confidential Navy publication to an agent of the Japanese 
government, The editors bemoan the fact that the United States always has been 
rather lax in guarding its national defense secrets, but stress the importance of taking 
steps to protect its military secrets. 





“The United States has never been particularly alert in guarding its military 
secrets,” reports the Montgomery, Ala., Advertiser. “Like other nations, however, it 
has many secrets that must be kept in strict confidence. The laymen will be unable 
to understand what United States secrets Japan is interested in and to what purpose 
it plans to put them. 

“The governments of both nations should use every effort to maintain a basis of 
friendly understanding. Incidents involving espionage activities arouse fears. It is 
only one step from fear to hatred and from there to armed conflict.” 





The Allentown, Pa., Call says: “It becomes evident that Japan is keenly interested 
in what the United States is doing as to defense. Their technical observers have been 
extended many courtesies in this country. Isn’t it about time that the lid be clamped 
upon their sneaking around this country with their cameras and note-books? They 
apparently are doing it with no good intentions toward those who are acting as their 
hosts.” 





“It is a different matter when an American citizen, especially one who has worn 
his country’s uniform, tries to sell out to the enemy,” comments the Philadelphia, Pa., 
Ledger. “Then spying becomes one of the meanest and ugliest of crimes. Conviction 
and punishment of one informer and a second under suspicion and arrest are evidence 
that the Navy intends to defend itself against renegades, and is warning to others 





who may be tempted to sell their country’s safety for blood money.” 





“The spy scare in times of war is always based upon a state of public hysteria, 
plus, no doubt, actual activity of enemy agents, and at such times provides a natural 
peg upon which to hang all kinds of speculations,” thinks the Columbus, Ohio, Dispatch. 
“But it is difficult to find any calm observers becoming very much disturbed over 
these espionage tales while peace reigns in the country. 


“By all of this, we do not mean that the United States should not act intelligent 
in protecting any secret formula, strategic plans or other important matters pe 
to our national defense, but there is no value to anyone in setting up a bogey-man of 
an army of foreign agents loose in the land, when in reality there isn't. 

“One of the naval secrets which most adult males would pay for these days, and 
without the slightest compunction either, is how the sailors manage to keep their 
white pants as clean as they do, but so far, charges of disclosing this to the Japg op 
anybody else have not been brought forth.” 





“America,” the Springfield, Ill., Journal states, “has always been rather naiye 
about its military and diplomatic secrets—far more so than any other nation. It is 
time, however, that we were awakening and taking steps to protect the knowledge 
of our technicians and scientists which has been used to strengthen our defenses 

“Whether or not Farnsworth is guilty, the admission by Navy officers that there 
is no doubt much spying activity in the United States calls for action. We would 
indeed be placed in a weak position if invaders knew our plans for defense.” 





The Raleigh, N. C., Observer under the head of “Spies and Spy Scares” says: 
“The number of military secrets that are available to spies is small to the vanishing 
point. Anyone who supposes that our army and navy has any remarkable, Closely 
guarded secrets which would give advantage to our possible enemies is dealing 
largely in the illusions of thriller fiction. So far as the engines of war are concerned, 
the recent armaments investigation disclosed that plans and specifications are swapped 
by the munitions makers from country to country. Of course, signal codes and gep- 
eral staff plans of attack and defense in the event of war are secret. Secret also may 
be the location of batteries and some details of ship construction, as for instance 
some items in the landing decks of airplane carriers. But the codes are subject to 
change without notice and generally are fundamentally altered in time of war, 
Certainly secrets of such vast importance as to hold the security of the nation jp 
balance are not entrusted to all the lieutenant commanders in the navy, not to speak 
of all the petty officers.” 





“As Farnsworth is not in the service, his case is in the civil courts,” the New 
York Sun states. “Possibility for delay is infinitely greater in them than it is fp 
court-martial. There should be no toleration of dilatory moves. The whole scandal 
should be revealed at once, no matter whom it inconveniences or brings to shame.”

fying the Government.” 

President Quezon in transmitting the 
jcument to Philippine National As- 
embly, declared : 

“The report far transcends a mere rou- 
tine delineation of what has been accom- 
jlished. In its comprehensive treatment 
fall phases of this vital subject, it 
raches the heights of constructive states 
nanship. I hope that it will be studied 
arefully by the Assembly. I wish that it 
wuld be read by every Filipino. It should 
vrve aS a landmark in our national 
destiny.” 

General MacArthur in the report dis- 
asses at length the importance of the 
far East to the economic future of the 
Western world. Viewing the Philippines 
san important “articulated part” of fu- 
tue world affairs, he stresses the ne- 
cessity of their being “defensively strong” 
when the protecting arm of the United 
Sates is entirely withdrawn. He then 
lays down a detailed comprehensive plan 
for attaining this objective within the 
aisting limitations. With this issue, the 
JournaL begins publication of the report. 
It follows : 

The development of a defensively 
trong Philippine nation is necessary to 
international peace. It is essential to the 
continued growth and spread of demo- 
cratic practices in the Orient.

events may, of course, attain the propor- 
tions of revolutionary advances or of 
cataclysmic disasters. But even so, in 
Europe and ‘the Americas, they will still 
be nothing more than colorful incidents 
in the history of a civilization that has 
definitely entered the stages of refine- 
ment and adjustment. They may evidence 
faulty operation in a machine that, ad- 
mittedly, is still imperfect in design, but 
they will not indicate that an entirely 
new type of mechanism is being substi- 
tuted. But in Eastern Asia such a substi- 
tution is certain to occur, featured by 
great migrations, lasting changes in na- 
tional customs, vast turnovers in regional 
industries, and extraordinary advances in 
the standards of living of hundreds of 
millions of people. To the world these 
will be portentous events. 

The Chinese is the oldest of present- 
day civilizations. Though it attained its 
volden age many hundred years after the 
Egyptians had established a powerful 
and highly organized state in the fertile 
valley of the Nile, little now remains of 
that earlier development except desolate 
monuments in a bleak and forbidding 
desert, and buried tombs and cities, of 
slight modern interest except for the 
archiwologist. 

Beginning with China’s rise to ancient 
preéminence, the full force of progressing 
civilization has been exerted principally 
in a westerly direction. Chronologically, 
the early Chinese development was fol- 
lowed by the Persian rise to power in 
Asia Minor where, about 500 years be- 
fore the Christian Era, a collection of 
tribes and small nations were finally 
united into an extensive Empire, for a 
while to endure as the chief country of 
the world. But Persian dominance ceased 
abruptly when it challenged, on the 
borders of the Agean Sea, a newer and 
hardier civilization in the Grecian city- 
States. against which the Asiatic armies 
dashed to their own destruction. Pro 
tected by the fighting qualities of the 
sturdy Greek, the center of the world’s 
culture remained in Athens until Greece, 
in turn, encountered and fell before the 
rising power of Rome, still further to the 
west. But just as Persian culture notice- 
ably influenced the development of its con- 
queror, so was much of the Grecian civili 
zation preserved in the customs and prac- 
tices of the Roman people. 

For centuries the new Empire domi- 
nated the history and progress of Europe. 
Roman law and Roman customs followed 
the Roman Legions into every region and 
province of the Mediterranean 
surged northward to the shores of the 
North Sea and the Channel, and across 
them through Britain and Ireland. The 


basin, | 


definite imprint of these ancient Mediter- 
ranean civilizations has never been ob- 
literated, even though innumerable wars, 
adjustments, inventions, cultural ad- 
vances, and political changes have inter- 
vened to evolve the Kurope that we know 
today. 

In the fifteenth century Columbus 
pushed westward across the Atlantic in 
the first of the great explorations that 
marked the beginning of America’s known 
history. Within a space of three hundred 
years there was firmly established in the 
northern half of the Western Hemisphere 
a collection of colonies that proved them- 
selves equal of challenging, on their own 
ground, the power of the mightiest Euro- 
pean nation then existing. Favored by 
geography, climate, and an untold wealth 
of natural resources, the United States 
and, to a somewhat lesser extent, the 
other countries of the Americas have ad- 
vanced unbelievably in power, wealth, and 
influence, and have established within 
their boundaries a civilization in the 
familiar European pattern. 

The next step to be taken in European- 
izing the world’s economic and industrial 
practices—a step already definitely begun 

is still inexorably toward the west. 

Already European civilization embraces 
an area of magnificent extent and governs 
the lives of countless millions of people. 
In all that great area and among all those 
populations sudden and universal changes 
in economics, industries, and social cus- 
toms are not soon to be expected. Further 
advances, adjustments and improvements 
will continue to occur, just as they con- 
tinued to occur in Kurope throughout the 
period of American development. But in- 
evitably the avaricious forces of progress- 
ing civilization seek opportunity for revo- 
lutionary rather than merely evolutionary 
effect—and such opportunity now exists 
in Kastern Asia. Through great stretches 
of that area transportation, communica 
tion, sanitation, and all the other indices 
by which we measure cultura] and living 
standards are scarcely less advanced than 
they were even before Genghis Khan 
swept down from the Gobi to prove that 
the ancient Chinese power had faded, and 
that the Chinese people were no longer 
capable of self-protection 

In limitless extent of undeveloped re- 
sources Africa, of course, should present 
an attractive field to the ever advancing 
forces of civilization. But forbidding 
climate, impenetrable jungles, and dis- 
eases that attack with peculiar ferocity 
every invasion, still protect to some ex- 
tent the native element in its exclusive 
possession of that continent, except in its 
more accessible and temperate sections, 
In Eastern Asia conditions are pro 


foundly different. There exists a culture 
that centuries ago built great cities and 
the most elaborate defensive work, of 
that day, known to man. But nurtured 
in its ancient isolation, that culture fell 
victim to inbreeding and resulting paraly- 
sis that have endured for two thousand 
years. This is the significant difference 
between this type of Oriental and the 
Kuropean developments. The latter still 
demonstrates the virility of continuous 
improvement, while the former is cursed 
with the weakness and ineptitude of sus- 
pended growth, 

The adaptability of Oriental people, 
climate, and resources to the practices of 
western culture, particularly western 
industrial methods, has already been 
proven by at least one Asiatic nation. In 
less than one hundred years it has pro- 
gressed with remarkable speed from a 
state of complete isolation and stagna- 
tion to one of feverish industrialization 
and militant activity, resulting in a 
dominant position in the Far Kast. This 
rennaissance is beginning to spread over 
all Eastern Asia. The processes by which 
all such great changes have historically 
been accomplished are now in motion. 
Weak and backward regions, especially 
those accessible to invading forces, are, 
both politically and economically, succes- 
sively falling under foreign domination, 
Within these areas the lives and occupa- 
tious of the inhabitants are undergoing 
profound changes. 

Not only is every person and every mile 
of territory along the whole western 
border of the Pacific certain to be affected, 
the influence of this development will 
reach back into the industrial centers and 
capitals of the Occident, The industrial 
machine of Europe and America has been 
for muny years geared up to the require- 
ments of development and exploitation in 
the Western Hemisphere, so that now 
that domestic demand is sinking closer 
to the level of mere maintenance, produc- 
tion far exceeds consumption, Every ex- 
isting market has been feverishly com- 
peted for and exploited, but those so far 
developed are too small to absorb the 
overages that world industry constantly 
produces, 

Extensive markets must be found, or 
production must be curtailed and stand- 
ards of living must recede—consequences 
that would result in great upheavals and 
would be fatal to governments and indus- 
try alike. 

So the industrial and economic revolu 
tion in East Asia, with its growing de- 
mand for credits and manufactured goods 
has begun just in time, if intelligently 
handled, to cushion the shock of com-

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Army Buys Wright Engines 

An award of contract for 150 Wright 
Cyclone Aircraft engines, valued at $1,- 
327,190, to the Wright Aeronautical Cor- 
poration of Paterson, N. J., was: an- 
nounced this week by the Office of the 
Assistant Secretary of War, Ilonorable 
Hary H. Woodring. The engines, which 
are the most powerful of their type pro- 
duced anywhere in the world, will be 
used to power the new high speed Doug- 
las Bombers of the Army Air Corps, 
which has selected power plants of the 
single row, radial, air-cooled type for its 
latest bombers because of high power 
output and low maintenance and operat- 
ing costs. 

The engine contracted for is rated at 
1000 h.p. for take-off and is the result 
of a ten-year period of development in 
which the Cyclone engine has been in- 
creased in power output from 400 h.p. 
to 1000 hip, as a result of refinements 
in design developed through intensive 
experimental research both in the Labo- 
ratory of the Wright Aeronautical Cor- 
poration and at the Army Air Corps Engi- 
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neering Section at Wright Field, Dayton, 
Ohio. From this an engine has been de- 
veloped which will give two distinct sets 
of performance characteristics. A two 
speed supercharger equipped with gear 
shift mechanism makes possible high 
power for take-off without sacrifice of 
the performance demanded of an engine 
by bombing aircraft at high altitude. 
Other engineering characteristics of the 
new aircraft engine include a radical in- 
crease in cooling area, full pressure air 
deflectors, drives for the operation of all 
the latest type of navigation instruments 
and robot pilot, and a dynamic damper 
crank shaft counterweight to eliminate 
torsional vibration.

Kvidence that the National Rifle and 
Pistol Matches, held annually at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, are not far off was given 
this week when the National Board for 
the Promotion of Rifle Practice “pulled 
stakes,” lenving its Washington office to 
open headquarters at Camp Perry.

Jay L. Benedict, Inf... USA, Executive 
Officer in charge of the National Matches, 
opened his offices two weeks ago and ac- 
cording to reports from Camp Perry the 
course is in good shape for the matches 
which begin August 24. 

All indications point to a record num- 
ber of participants in the National 
Matches this year with 119 teams being 
entered. Approximately 200 Regular 
Army officers, enlisted men, members of 
the Officers Reserve Corps, ROTC Cadets 
and CMTC students and National Guard 
officers and men will represent the 
Kighth Corps Area in the Matches.

He was again detailed a member of the 
General Staff Corps in 1928, assigned to 
duty as Asst. Chief of Staff for Supply, 
G-4, and later Chief of Staff, Third Corps 
Area, Baltimore, Md.

Blind Flight 

Hamilton Field, Calif—Col. C. L. Tin- 
ker cleared Hamilton Field recently for 
March Field in his Martin B-108 bomber 
to service test the blind-flying hood, which 
had been designed by the 19th Bombard- 
ment Group and which has been adapted 
to the B-10B with minor alterations by 
the 7th Bombardment Group. 

After attaining altitude over Hamilton 
Field, Colonel Tinker closed himself 
under the hood, and began his blind flight 
over the commercial airline route to Los 
Angeles. Over San Francisco Bay, he 
picked up the Oakland radio beam. Ap- 
proximately 45 minutes later, the Fresno 
beam was intercepted and flown until the 
Los Angeles beam hee ‘ame audible. After 
an elapsed time of 2 hours and 15 minutes 
the plane was over Burbank. Here the 
flight by instrument was interrupted, due 
to the fact that the March Field beam 
was not in operation, and the flight was 
completed by dead reckoning. 

At 1:50 P. M., Colonel Tinker cleared 
March Field for the return flight to Ham- 
ilton Field. Upon intercepting the Fresno 
radio beam, he again closed himself under 
the hood, and flew blind to Oakland. The 
flight completed, it was ascertained that 
upproximately four hours (4:00) had 
been spent under the hood, and a distance 
of over 600 miles had been covered. 

This blind flight demonstrated the fea- 
sibility of blind flying training for mili- 
tary personnel in tactical airplanes. Ob- 
servers say that it shows clearly that 
bombardment aviation can and will be 
able to move out under the most adverse 
weather conditions. Thorough training in 
blind flying will be accomplished by the 
7th Bombardment Group in its tactical 
airplanes, and will no longer have to de- 
pend on its one BF for blind flying train- 
ing.

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Aviation Cadets to Join Fleet 


During the latter part of August, 35 
aviation cadets of the U. 8S. Naval Re- 
serve will join the United States Fleet 
and take their places with naval avia- 
tors of the regular service in the aircraft 
squadrons. This will be the first group 
of cadets in this new corps of the Navy 
to complete their training at Pensacola 
and be ordered to duty afloat. 

Nine aviaton cadets of the Naval Re- 
serve and seven aviation cadets of the 
Marine Corps Reserve who were trained 
have been commissioned as Second Lieu- 
tenants in the Marine Corps and are 
being assigned to the Marine Aviation 
Squadrons. 

These Cadets, who will be graduated 
from the course of instruction in naval 
aviation at the Naval Air Station, Pensa- 
cola, F'la., this month, were among the 
first class of candidates selected in July 
1935 in the etsablishment of the Naval 
Aviation Cadet Corps. After three years 
service with the Fleet, the cadets will be 
released from active duty and com- 
missioned as Ensigns in the Naval Re- 
serve. 

At present 494 cadets are receiving 
training at the Naval Air Station, Pensa- 
cola, and each month a group will be 
graduated and follow the first class to 
the Fleet. This training of Cadets will 
be continued on the same basis of in- 
ducting one class each month, and it is 
planned to provide approximately 250 
pilots for the Fleet from the candidates 
selected during the fiscal year 1937.

2. The report will be made up in the Bu- 
reau by compiling the information contained 
in the Enlisted Personnel reports, Form N. 
Nav. 25, and the Personnel Reports from 
Commandants of Naval Districts, Form No. 
Nav. 538, submitted and correct as of the 
last day of September. 

3. As the report must be made up prompt- 
ly and as its accuracy must be unquestion- 
able, it is essential that Commanding Officers 
of vessels and stations, and Commandants of 
Naval Districts give this matter their per- 
sonal attention in order to assure the ac 
curacy and completeness of their form reports 
and their prompt submittal. 

4. All reports shall be correct as of mid- 
night Sept. 30, 1936, and will be mailed as 
soon as possible. If, due to the movements 
of any vessel or location of any shore 
stations (except such as are on the Asiatic 
Station), it is doubtful whether the mailed 
report will reach the Bureau by Nov. 1, 1936, 
a despatch containing the information § re- 
quired in paragraph 5 should be sent to this 
Bureau. 

5. All reports (N. Nav. 25) for vessels and 
air units shall show separately four totals 
on board as follows: 

(a) Number on board as permanent ship's 

company. 

(b) Number on board as permanent 

(designating flag concerned). 

(c) Number on board as passengers. 

(d) Grand total on board. 

Note: Do not include Marines in any of the 
above items. 

6. The Commander-in-Chief, Asiatic Fleet, 
is requested to forward by despatch not later 
than Nov. 1, 1936, a report for all shore sta- 
tions on the Asiatic Station, giving the op- 
erating force of each station separately from 
the general detail, under instruction, patients,

He was attached to the 
USS Macon and was serving in her when 
she crashed off Point Sur, Calif., Febru- 
ary 12, 1934. He has been on duty at 
the Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, N. J. 

Comdr. C. E. Rosendahl, USN, in com- 
mand of the Naval Air Station, Lake- 
hurst, N. J., is expected to be one of the 
observers on the Hindenburg when it 
leaves Lakehurst, August 19, for Ger- 
many.

Seeks New Spy Indictment 

Assistant United States Attorney Sam- 
uel F. Beach has sought a new indict- 
ment against John 8S. Farnsworth, dis-

Navy, who is charged with dis- 
closing naval secrets to Japan. 

Mr. Beach this week asked the District 





of Columbia grand jury to indict Farns- 
worth on a charge of conspiracy to de- 
liver confidential navy secrets to Jap- 
anese agents. Farnsworth was indicted 
two weeks ago on charges of delivering 
a confidential Navy publication “The Ser- 
vice of Information and Security” to the 
Japanese. 

Principal witnesses appearing before 
the grand jury this week were Lt. (jg) 
William 8S. Pye, stationed at San Pedro, 
Calif., and Lt. Comdr. Thomas P. Wyn- 
koop, stationed at the Bremerton, Wash., 
Navy Yard. Additional evidence will be 
presented to the jurors and a report on 
the case is expected “in about a week,” 
Mr. Beach stated. 

Farnsworth, who was court-martialed 
and dismissed from the Navy in 1927 was 
arrested last month. He pleaded “not 
guilty” to the first indictment.

THE AMERICAN PEOPLE AND PARTICULARLY the American Army have 

accepted the appointment of General MacArthur as Field Marshal of the Philippine 
Republic in the same appreciative spirit as the rank and honor were conferred by 
President Quezon. It is a matter of satisfaction to the Washington Administration, 
and, indeed, to the country as a whole, that the MacArthur mission has so quickly 
impressed its worth upon the Filipino government and public, and planned a 
national defense which has appealed to them and to our own experts as effective and 
economical. In his first report on the Progress of National Defense, General Mac- 
Arthur points out that the voluntary relinquishment of American political domination 
over the Archipelago, wittingly, or unwittingly, actually has strengthened between 
the two nations all those ties and bonds that are forged from mutual respect, friend- 
ship and consideration, and, which, in the long run, are the only ones that can have 
a lasting effect in furthering America’s interest in the Far East. The truth of this 
conclusion is self-evident, but it should be supplemented by the further truth that 
those relations can be the more closely developed only by men and policies of a char- 
acter to demonstrate that the American people hold the welfare of their former wards 
really in their hearts. President Roosevelt manifested our interest in such develop- 
ment by his prompt compliance with the wish of President Quezon that General Mac- 
Arthur should serve as his military adviser in the formulation of a National Defense 
plan which would assure safety against foreign aggression. Since assuming the office, 
the General not only has worked out a plan which military experts predict will provide 
adequate protection for the Islands, but his sincerity and earnestness have caused the 
inhabitants to realize more than ever the unselfish concern of the United States in 
the permanency of their independence. In his foreword to General MacArthur's 
report, President Quezon expresses the general appreciation of America’s attitude 
in these words: 

“T believe this to be a pertinent time to give expression to the will of the Assembly 
as set forth in section 95 of Title 1V of the National Defense Act and to this end am 
designating the Military Adviser to be a Field Marshal, the highest military rank 
known in international usage. While this action is peculiarly appropriate because of 
the outstanding military qualifications of the recipient, one of the most famous soldiers 
of contemporary times, while it is an apt expression of the thanks of my Government 
for the great and lasting service being so wisely and conscientiously performed by him 
and his able assistants, while it is fitting indeed in view of the heavy and complex 
responsibilities I have reposed in him, and while it is only just that he should resume 
a somewhat commensurate rank to that he so uncomplainingly surrendered when 
assigned to his present duty, yet this action is fundamentally to express to the Ameri- 
can Government and to the American people the gratitude and thanks of my country- 
men for the splendid contribution made to the future security and safety of this 
country in placing at its disposal during this crucial period the best professional 
talent of the American Army.” 


ONE OF THE GREATEST BENEFICIARIES of our National Defense is the 
territory of Alaska. One of the most urgent applicants for troops and ships is that 
same territory. Yet we find the Juneau authorities taking steps or propagandizing 
for action, the effect of which will be to make station there unpopular. The latest 
proposal comes from the United States Commissioner who wants a definite limit 
placed on the issuance of hunting licenses to the personnel at Chilkoot Barracks. He 
supports the proposal by some misstatements which the Juneau Press could easily cor- 
rect if it saw fit. For instance, the Commissioner claims that during the past year he 
had issued 260 hunting licenses, “most of them to soldiers, and that the wildlife in the 
area has suffered tremendously.” As a matter of fact some 75 officers and men hunted 
during the pust season, and their take was 15 deer, 12 bear and 1 mountain goat in an 
area of substantially 250 square miles. That area, by the way, is filled with game. 
One experienced big game hunter during a four day trip observed 20 to 25 different 
bear in an area of 10 square miles, and also noticed fresh game trails worn to a depth 
of from 8 to 10 inches. It is possible the Commissioner is unacquainted with the game 
possibilities of his district, or is blaming the men in uniform for slaughter which more 
properly should be placed upon the shoulders of the business men of Juneau. Some 
of these are known to have said that it is not necessary to pay any attention to the 
game laws. We hesitate to suggest another reason for the Commissioner’s deep concern 
at the exaggerated number of hunting licenses issued to soldiers. Quite a revenue 
could be obtained from charging Military, Naval and Coast Guard personnel $50 for 
a non-resident license, with the included requirement of hiring a native guide at an 
average cost of $25 per day. In the States these maneuvers are known as rackets. 
yovernor Troy of the Territory has a son-in-law, Lt. H. E. Morgan, USN. It is to be 
assumed he is aware of Service affairs. It is assumed further that he knows the Navy 
is preparing to expand its activities in his territorial waters and that any bases estab- 
lished will have not only naval but military personnel. This will mean considerable 
revenue for the territory. Under the cir¢umstances it would seem that self-interest 
alone should cause the business community to compel the territorial officials to cease 
winking at or proposing little acts of persecution and treat the Army and Navy and 
the Coast Guard on the same basis as permanent residents. We bring these facts to 
the attention of the Governor in the belief that he will inaugurate a different policy 
than that which is being pursued. 


IT IS A MATTER OF DEEP SATISFACTION to advocates of National Defense, 
and, particularly, to the Army, that Senator Sheppard was renominated by the Demo- 
cratic voters of the State of Texas. An able statesman, thoroughly informed on vital 
public questions, and especially on our military needs, the continuance of Mr. Sheppard 
in the Senate will mean increasing improvement in public service. By so overwhelm- 
ingly supporting him, Texas has shown anew that it believes firmly in an adequate 
and well equipped Army. That is good news to the Service.

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First Cavalry in Maneuvers 
The “Mechanized Force” which is 
rticipating in the Second Army Maneu- 

yrs is built around the historic First 
cgvalry. This regiment was organized in 
1833 as the result of a need for a mounted 
free to protect the pioneers who were 
pushing westward across the Mississippi 
River into what was at that time Indian 
ountry. The officers for the new Regi- 
pent came for the Infantry and from the 


vattalion of Rangers—a _ semi-military 
wit organized the preceding year. 


Brought together at Jefferson Barracks 
during the summer and fall of 1833, the 
Regiment soon found itself scattered 
gong the Indian frontier through Okla- 
homa, Kansas, lowa and Minnesota. 

The year 1836—a hundred years ago 
this year—is of note in Regimental His- 
wry for two reasons. It was during this 
var that there was another Regiment of 
Dragoons added to the Army and the 
original Regiment became the First Regi- 
ment of United States Dragoons. This 
year too marked the first service of the 
Regiment on foreign soil. In the spring 
of 1836, Mexico, who did not recognize the 
independence of Texas, sent an Army 
prth to regain the territory for Mexico. 
With the Texan army engaged in repell- 
ing this force, there was danger of Indian 
wtrages in Texas; and Kk, F, and K Com- 
panies of the First Dragoons were sent 
to Nacodoches, Texas, in July, 1836, fol- 
lowed by six companies of the Seventh 
Infantry. This force remained in Texas 
wtil December. 

The troubles with Mexico, started in 
1836, finally culminated in war in 1846, 
where the First Dragoons made a brilliant 
record. 

Following the Mexican War the First 
Dragoons were scattered all along the 
frontier at such widely separated posts 
as Fort Snelling, Minn.; Fort Kearney, 
Neb.; Fort Leavenworth, Kans.; Sante 
Fe, New Mexico; Los Angeles, Calif. ; and 
fan Francisco, Calif. From then until 
1861 the Regiment fought Indians in 
Nebraska, Kansas, New Mexico, Arizona, 
California, Oregon and Washington. 

The outbreak of the Civil War found 
the First Dragoons—which on August 3, 
181, became the First Cavalry—with two 
wmpanies in Arizona and the remainder 
of the Regiment on the Pacific Coast. The 
First Cavalry took part in every im- 
portant engagement of the Army of the 
Potomac; in the Shenandoah Campaign ; 
Stoneman’s Raid; Custer’s Raid; and 
was present at General Lee’s surrender. 
These various campaigns cost the lives 
of eighty-one more members of the Regi- 
nent. 

From the Civil War to Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, the First Cavalry was kept al- 
ways between the Indians and the 
settlers. 

From its far western posts the Regi- 
ment was assembled at Chicamauga for 
the Spanish-American War and from 
there sent to Lakeland, Fla. Troops A, 
B,C, D, E, G, I and K formed a part of 
the first expeditionary force to go to Cuba. 
They took part in the battles of Las 
Guasimas and San Juan, and were pres- 
eit during the siege and surrender of 
Santiago. 

Returning to the United States in Sep- 
tember, 1898, the Regiment was sent to 
posts in what we now call the middle west, 
between the Mississippi and the Rockies, 
where they did garrison duty until 1900 
when the First and Third Squadrons were 
Sent to the Philippines where, during the 
next two years, they participated in about 
thirty-five engagements with the insur- 
gents. In 1902 the Second Squadron also 
Went to the Philippines. 

After a period in Texas the 
ment, in 1907, went to the 
Pines for the second time serving 
until 1910, at Camp Stotsenburg. Re- 
turning to the United States, the Regi- 
ment occupied posts at Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park and in the Pacific States 
Until, in 1914, the Mexican border disturb- 
ances caused the Regiment to start send- 
lng troops to southern California. 

In May, 1917, on the outbreak of the 
World War, eight troops were sent to 
oD.

ich later became the 82nd and 83rd

In 1933, after ten years at Marfa, the 
War Department selected the First Cav- 
alry to be mechanized. History was re- 
peating itself. In 1833 this was the only 
mounted Regiment in the Army and in 
1933, one hundred years later, it became 
the only mechanized Regiment. Leaving 
Marfa by truck in January, 1933, the 
First Cavalry moved to Fort Knox, Ky., 
where it absorbed the Mechanized force, 
an experimental unit organized in 1930. 

The First Cavalry has been awarded 43 
Battle Streamers for the Regimental 
Standard, a greater number than any 
other Cavalry Regiment and only equalled 
by three Regiments in the entire Army.

pulsory readjustment in Europe and 
America, if not to postpone indefinitely 
the necessity for such readjustment. For 
many years the new market will sustain 
a capacity to absorb vast quantities of 
manufactured products, paying for these 
in equivalent quantities of the raw ma- 
terials that Occidental countries grow in. 

creasingly to need, 

The particular western nations that 
will be most favored in this stupendous 
opportunity are ‘those that take the most 
enlightened, active, and prompt interest 
in Far Eastern problems; those that es- 
tablish their contacts with the East on 
the basis of mutual desire to codperate 
and assist rather than merely to exploit; 
and those that have, by their statesman- 
like and sympathetic treatment of native 
peoples, won and held the respect, confi- 
dence, and friendship of the Orient. 

Of all western nations none is more 
fortunate in the location and character ef 
its contact with the Far East than is the 
United States in its position in the Philip- 
pine Islands.

Gov. Landon Reviews Troops

considered by the selection board to be 

qualified for duty in the higher rank. 


2. Selection from sections of the pro- 
motion list rather than Naval Academy 
classes to assure equal treatment to 
large and small classes. 

3. Some provision for earlier retire- 
ment of rear admirals. 

4. Assurance to every officer of con- 
sideration by two selection boards. 

5. Elimination of the two year ensign 
examination, 

There may be some change recom- 
mended as to the date of retirement of 
officers not selected. This is one of the 
principal points still undecided. Elimina- 
tion of the two-year examination for en- 
signs seems virtually assured. While in- 
cluded in the Board study, the Bureau of 
Navigation also has the matter under 
consideration. At present graduates of 
the Naval Academy are placed on a pro- 
bationary status and at the end of two 
years given a written examination. They 
are then rearranged in grade according 
to their standing in the exam, their Naval 
Academy rating and their fitness reports, 
the exam counting 20 per cent, the Naval 
Academy mark 70 per cent and the re- 
ports 10 per cent. 

During the two years, it has been 
pointed out, the ensigns apply practically 
the same knowledge which they acquired 
at the Naval Academy and as they were 
required to take another written exami- 
nation the year following before attain- 
ing the rank of lieutenant, junior grade, 
it is thought best to do away with the 
first exum. Under the new plan the fit- 
ness report will be counted on a basis of 
of 20 per cent and the Naval Academy 
grade on a basis of 80 per cent. 

Several matters lately have caused the 
Board to slow down in its study of the 
personnel situation. Rear Adm. Adolphus 
Kk. Watson, USN, has been on leave this 
week, and Rear Adm. Walton R. Sexton, 
USN, is scheduled to take a week's leave 
beginning Monday. Rear Adm, Alfred W. 
Johnson, USN, has been on leave in 
Kurope for some time and is not due back 
until August 27. Because of these leaves 
study is being made more or less by the 
individual members of the Board, and it 
may be the first of September before the 
entire Board again meets. 

Questions demanding immediate atten- 
tion of the Board have delayed the Board 
no little of late, and the revising of the 
Navy Policy which the Board began re- 
cently also has slowed up the personnel 
study. The Board, it is understood, is 
revising the Navy's Policy so as to elimi- 
nate the provisions of the Washington 
and London treaties which expire this 
year and include the recent London 
treaty. Another factor which the Board 
will include in its Policy revision is that 
of lighter-than-aircraft. However, this 
will not be fully considered until the trial 
flights of the Hindenburg are completed 
and the reports of Naval Officers who 
have made trips with the German Zeppe- 
lin are turned over to the Board. 

The Board, it is understood, is checking 
tables and statistics contained in its per- 
sonnel report and preparing it for the 
final draft which is expected about the 
middle of September. 

The report will contain seven sections, 
according to present plans, which will be 
relatively short and to the point. There 
will be an appendix which will include 
several tables and statistics. Additional 
records and findings of the Board will be 
placed in the hands of the Secretary or 
Bureau of Navigation for those interested 
in going into its findings more in detail.

The Admiral] 
asserted that our citizens should sweep 
aside all pacifistic and anti-preparedness 
propaganda and listen only to reason and 
sober common sense. He described our 
Nation as clearly committed to policies 
of peace, and a leader in arbitration, but 
he insisted we must maintain our Naval 
and Military establishments in sufficient 
strength to back up effectively our peace. 
ful policies should diplomacy fail. He 
continued. 

“In the present troubled state of the 
world it is essential for our own security 
that the United States Navy be main. 
tained at the minimum agreed upon in 
the Washington and London treaties, 
und that the Fleet be kept up to date in 
all respects, including a_ sufficient and 
highly trained personnel, adequate pro 
vision for aircraft, the most modern 
weapons, repair facilities and necessary 
reserves of fuel, ammunition and stores 
of all kinds at convenient bases. With- 
out these our ships can not perform ef- 
fectively their defensive functions, and 
an ineffective defense not only means 
waste, but makes for war and certain 
defeat. 

“Only a strong nation, properly armed, 
has a chance to live in peace, maintain 
security and deter aggresion. An opu- 
lent, progressive and unarmed nation is 
a rich prize for any jealous militaristic 
nation who desires a larger place “in 
the sun.” Protestations of friendship 
made by foreign statesmen and diplo- 
muats,—experts in the strategy of phrases 
and tactics of words,—frequently are 
proven to be insincere attempts on their 
part to lull us into a state of false se 
curity and resulting unpreparedness. 

“Preparedness is the Traffic Officer at 
the cross-roads of Peace and War. With 
this officer ‘on the job’ traffic jams will 
be avoided, but be he absent, even tem- 
porarily, an unexpected collision may 
occur which might prove fatal to one 
of the participants.

Philippine Promotion System 

An officer promotion system worked 
out by the Military Advisor to the 
President of the Philippines, Maj. Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, USA, has been re- 
cently placed into effeet in the Philip- 
pine Arniy. 

President Quezon, in promulgating the 
promotion regulations, described the 
new system as follows: 

The production and maintenance of an offi- 
cer corps of the highest efficiency and morale 
is a problem upon whose satisfactory solu- 
tion depends the success of our whole effort 
toward providing for the common security. 

To develop an officer corps of this kind, it 
is necessary to induct annually into the mili- 
tary service young men of outstanding ability 
and character; to train them thoroughly and 
progressively, and, finally, to devise a system 
of promotion and of elimination that while 
discovering and making the best possible use 
of patriotic talent, will also purge the army 
of ineptitude and inefficiency, This last mea- 
sure, that is the establishment of a sound 
promotion system, is the basic purpose of 
regulations to which I have just given my 
approval and are now being published to the 
service, 

The true objective of a proper promotion 
system is not merely the aggrandizement of 
a few gifted individuals, it is the raising to a 
high level of the average efficiency of a whole 
corps. The problem is essentially collective 
and administrative rather than individualistic 
and personal, 

Theoretically all promotion should be ac- 
complished by a selective process—that is, 
each and every vacancy in every grade should 
be filled by advancing the particular subordi- 
nate who has demonstrated his superiority in 
qualifications. But important difficulties arise 
when attempting to apply this theory prac- 
tically. No Commander-in-Chief can be inti- 
mately acquainted with all the officers of an 
army that will be distributed from Northern 
Luzon to Southern Mindanao, and will be 
engaged in a multitude of diversified activi- 
ties, ranging from the purchase and storage 
of food supplies to the study of highly spe- 
cialized branches of chemistry. Moreover, it 
is wholly impossible to devise any infallible 
system of evaluating ability that will permit 
higher authority to make distinctions on any 
such particularized basis. But the most seri- 
ous objection to the selective method of pro- 
motion is that it frequently permits political 
or other extraneous influence to affect an 
officer's advancement. This is fatal to effi- 
ciency! Whenever an army becomes con- 
vinced that the promotion of an officer has 
resulted from favoritism or prejudice, irre- 
parable harm is done to the morale of the 
whole corps, and the military service is cer- 
tain to be neglected in favor of political 





maneuvering. I am determined that nothing 
of this kind shall characterize the officer corps 
of the Philippine Army. The plan I have ap- 
proved seeks only the good of the service, the 
development of the Army's efficiency, and 
fairness and justice to the individual. 

The system is based upon a few simple 
principles. The first of these is that, other 
things being equal, the officer of the longest 
service in each grade—that is, one with the 
greatest amount of experience—should logi- 
cally be promoted whenever a vacancy occurs. 
The second principle is that each officer's 
qualifications for promotion, as depicted in 
his complete official record, should be passed 
upon by a Board of disinterested and experi- 
enced soldiers who have nothing but the wel- 
fare of the country at heart. In providing for 
such judicial determination of qualifications, 
the plan compels a continuous rotation of the 
Board's membership so that personal preju- 
dice may not adversely affect the fortunes of 
any officer in the service. The third principle 
is that whenever an officer becomes due for 
promotion and is found unqualified therefor, 
he sheuld be immediately separated from the 
active list. Disgruntled and ineffective offi- 
cers have no place in a virile and efficient 
army. Lastly, the plan recognizes the obliga- 
tion of the government to any individual who 
has served his country long and faithfully but 
whose efficiency has finally deteriorated, 
through no fault of his own, to the point 
where his separation from the service becomes 
desirable, In justice to him, the plan provides 
a small bonus or annuity that will help tide 
him over the adjustment period as he under- 
takes to find employment in other walks of 
life. 


Iam convinced that this plan will produce 
effective results. Its operation will have my 
personal and earnest supervision. Should it 
come to my attention that any officer is at- 
tempting to use political or any other type of 
non-military influence to secure his own ad- 
vancement, I will spare no effort to effect his 
immediate separation from the service, On 
the other hand, I intend to use the full 
strength of my office to protect, support, and 
encourage every officer of merit who devotes 
his full attention to his assigned duties. I 
will interest myself in his material welfare 
to the fullest extent compatible with fairness 
and justice to all other loyal and efficient 
officers. 

The text of the regulations follow : 

I, Manuel L. Quezon, President of the 
Philippines, under authority conferred upon 
me by the Constitution and the existing laws, 
do hereby prescribe the following regulations 
for controlling seniority among officers com- 
missioned in the active elements of the mili- 
tary forces now or hereafter to be authorized 
by law in the Commonwealth of the Philip- 
pines and for governing promotion of all 
officers below the grade of Colonel therein. 


I, Seniority 

1, Regular officers shall take 
over Reserve officers of like grade. 

2. As soon as practicable after the initial 
establishment of a Regular Officer Corps in 
the Philippine Army, the Chief of Staff shall 
prepare an initial seniority list, on which 
shall appear the names of all officers then 
commissioned in the Army. When approved 
by the President this list shall establish per- 
manently the relative seniority of such offi- 
cers, Subject to specific exceptions occasioned 
by original appointments directed by the 
President, officers of the Philippine Constabu- 
lary and of the Philippine Scouts who may 
be commissioned in the Philippine Army shall 
occupy the same relative standing among 
themselves in each of these categories as that 
obtaining at the time of transfer. Officers 
thereafter appointed or promoted to any 
grade in the Philippine Army shall be placed 
at the bottom of the grade to which appointed 
or promoted and seniority in such grade shall 
be established according to total length of 
service therein, except that any officer of the 
Army may suffer loss of seniority at any time 
as the result of an approved sentence of a 
court martial. 

3. The Chief of Staff shall cause all changes 
occasioned by separations, appointments, 
loss of rank by action of court martial and all 
other changes due to the operation of law or 
regulations to be entered on the approved 
seniority list, and, as corrected, this list shall 
be published to the Army at least once each 
year, 


precedence 


II. Promotion 

1. The number of officers to be maintained 
in each grade above First Lieutenant in the 
Regular Force is regulated by law. Promo- 
tion to any of these grades may be made only 
when the number of officers commissioned 
therein shall become less than that legally 
authorized. 

2. a. Promotion shall not operate to change 
the arm or service in which any officer may be 
commissioned, 

b. Third Lieutenants shall be promoted to 
the grade of Second Lieutenant and Second 
Lieutenants shall be promoted to the grade of 
First Lieutenant upon the completion of two 
(2) and five (5) years commissioned service 
respectively, but at any time that a Third 
or Second Lieutenant fails, in the opinion of 
the Chief of Staff, to demonstrate satisfactory 





qualifications as an officer of the Army his 
name and record shall be presented to the 
Promotion Eligibility Board, hereinafter pre- 
scribed, for consideration as to his suitability 
for retention in the service, If the Board 
deems the officer’s services and qualifications 
to be satisfactory, he shall be continued in 
the service. If the Board finds the officer's 
service or qualifications to be unsatisfactory, 
it shall so report to the President, and upon 
his approval of the Board’s findings the officer 
concerned shall be discharged. 

ce. Whenever a vacancy may occur ina grade 
hetween that of Captain and Colonel inclu 
sive, it shall be filled by promotion of the 
senior officer in the grade next below, except 
that no officer may be promoted whose name 
is not then borne on the Promotion Eligible 
List, hereinafter described. 


Any officer whose name is not borne on the 
eligible list for promotion at the time that he 
may become due for advancement by reason 
of seniority shall be passed over and the next 
senior officer whose name is so borne on the 
eligible list shall be promoted. Any officer so 
passed over shall, upon expiration of such 
accrued leave as may then be due him, be 
separated from the active list, and, if he so 
requests, transferred in grade, and in the 
same branch or service, to the Reserve Force. 
He shall thereafter be eligible for promotion 
in the Reserve Force subject to the same ex- 
aminations, tests, and conditions as may be 
prescribed by regulations or law for promo- 
tion of other Reserve Officers. 


3. Officers separated from the active list 
under the provisions of paragraph 2, above, 
shall be entitled, unless the Board shall find 
that the reason for such separation is due to 
the officer’s own misconduct or wilful failure, 
to a cash bonus or to retired compensation 
as follows: 

a. If he shall have served a total of less 
than ten years as a commissioned officer in 
the active elements of the Constabulary or 
the Army of the Philippines, or both, he shall 
receive a bonus of one month's base and lon 
gevity pay, as received by him at the time of 
his separation, for each complete year of such 
service, 

b. If the length of his commissioned ser 
vice, as above described, shall total ten years 
or more, he shall be entitled, as he may elect, 
either to a cash bonus on the same basis as 
provided above for officers of less than ten 
years’ service, or to a retired pay of one and 
one-half per centum of his base and longevity 
pay, ag received by him at the time of his 
separation from the active list, multiplied by 
the number of complete years he shall have 
served as a commissioned officer. 


Ill. Promotion Eligibility Boards 

1. A Promotion Eligibility Board shall be 
appointed annually by the President. 

2. Composition of the Board: 

a. The Promotion Eligibility Board shall 
consist of five members, of whom not less than 
four shall be from among the active officers of 
the Army not below the grade of Colonel. 
One member may be a retired officer, not be- 
low the grade of Colonel, or a civilian holding 
no government position of any kind, either 
elective or appointive. 

b. No civilian may serve on a Promotion 
Bligibility Board more than once. 

ec. Not more than one military member may 
serve on two successive Boards, and any mem- 
ber serving on two successive Boards may 
not serve on another Board within three years. 

d. Neither the Chief of Staff nor the Deputy 
Chief of Staff may be a member of any Board. 

3. Information and assistance furnished to 
Board: 

a. The Chief of Staff shall cause to be fur- 
nished to the Board the Seniority List of the 
Army, completely corrected to date, together 
with an estimate of the number of vacancies 
likely to occur in each grade during the en- 
suing year. He shall provide such office sup- 
plies and clerical assistance as may be re- 
quired by the Board, and an officer to serve, 
without vote, as its Secretary. He shall make 
available to the Board the complete official 
records of all officers on the active list of the 
Army, except that no document or record that 
has, during an officer’s service, emanated from 
any source other than his properly consti- 
tuted military or civil superiors shall be sub- 
mitted to, or considered by, the Board. 

4. Duties and procedure of the Board: 

a. The Chairman of the Board shall be 
designated by the President. All decisions 
shall be reached by majority vote. 

b. The Board shall consider recommenda- 
tions of the Chief of Staff pertaining to the 
discharge of Third and Second Lieutenants. 

ec. It shall determine annually the eligibility 
for promotion of officers between the grades 
of First Lieutenant and Lieutenant Colonel, 
inclusive. It shall consider first the suitability 
for promotion of the senior officer in each 
grade, and shall proceed progressively to 
consideration of the name of the next senior 
until the number of individuals it shall have 
listed as eligible for promotion shall be 
double the number of vacancies estimated by 
the Chief of Staff as likely to occur in the 
next higher grade during the ensuing calen- 
dar year. 

d. Should the Board omit from the eligible 
list the name of any officer who has been

found by the preceding Eligibility Boarq to 
be qualified for promotion to the next higher 
grade, it shall submit to the President q Spe- 
cial report setting forth clearly the reasons 
for this omission. It shall promptly forward 
a copy of this special report, through the Chief 
of Staff, to the officer concerned, who shall 
have the right to appeal, in writing, to the 
President. Such appeals shall be submitted 
through the Chief of Staff, and may be gp. 
companied by documentary supporting eyj. 
dence. The President's decision shall be fing}. 

e. In determining eligibility there shall he 
weighed by the Board the individual's profes. 
sional efficiency, experience, accomplishments, 
attitude and ability, and his character anq 
general value to the government. No weight 
shall attach to any political, social, financig) 
or any other factor not military in nature. 
Whenever an officer's physical qualifications 
are called into question, the case shall be re. 
ferred, through the Adjutant General, to 
Board for determination of physical fitness, 

f. The decisions and proceedings of Eligi- 
bility Boards shall be confidential. Complete 
reports shall be submitted to the President at 
the earliest practicable date after their com- 
pletion. Subject to such modifications as may 
be made by the President under the proyi- 
sions of sub-paragraph d of this paragraph, 
the names of officers reported by the Board 
as eligible for promotion shall constitute for 
the several grades the Promotion Eligibility 
Lists. These shall be published to the service 
and remain unchanged during the calendar 
year to which they apply.

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The New Subsidy Bill 
(From the Marine Journal, July 15, 1986) 

The new compromise ship subsidy bill must 
be appraised in the light of what we are 
pleased to term the new political and eco- 
nomic dispensation. Under this new regime 
the old easy-going methods dripping with 
sympathetic understanding and appreciation 
for the business man as a go-getter, have sud- 
denly hardened into criticism and suspicion 
of an industrial psychology that is now in 
strong and odoriferous disfavor with our 
political overlords. The good-natured cooks 
who officiated at the great banquets of former 
years when the goose hung high and the pap 
was ladled out generously to a bewildering 
variety of gentlemen who believed themselves 
to be maritime soothsayers, impresarios and 
intrepreneurs, have been replaced by a parcel 
of spoon-shakers who believe in mixing bit- 
ter medicine with the goulash bubbling in 
the Federal pots. Those who sip the subsidy 
broth concocted on the banks of the Potomac 
these days must swallow large doses of re 
form with their pottage—and like it. 

The Black Knight and his colleagues have 
seen to that. There will be no more fattening 
of maritime wastrels, and skulduggerous pro- 
pensities have all been categoried and pro- 
vided against under title, section and para- 
graph. The inquisitors have laid bare all 
sub-surface blemishes, wens and fungus 
growths that gave the merchant marine a 
bilious look and have inserted antidotes as 
buffers between latitudinarian propensities 
and the pulbic funds. The new shipping bill 
reeks of epsom salts and calomel. As a public 
document it is chiefly remarkable for a pro 
found disillusionment with, and suspicion of 
human nature both abstract and concrete 
Before every conceivable loophole is sus- 
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pended a halter to strangle the adventurous 
transgressor. 

Those who ask financial and other govern 
mental favors for shipping must come on 
bended knees with humble mien and chas- 
tened spirits. The money is there, but every 
dollar has a chain attached to it. When ships 
are built they will not be built by old time 
shipbuilders who gulped free air on gusty 
ways, but by contrite and emasculated prac- 
titioners of the shipbuilding art who must 
perform assiduously, in accordance with 
sterner laws than those ever promulgated by 
the Medes and the Persians, with one eye on 
their blueprints and the other on a stooge as- 
signed by the Commission, who will sit like 
a death's head scanning columns of figures 
and deducting profits. 

Altogether, it is not a pleasant prospect, and 
I seriously doubt that a large-scale replace- 
ment program will result. There may be a 
super-liner or so. And why not? There are 
worse ways of throwing away the taxpayer’s 
money. But, by and large, the bill, in its pres- 
ent form, is a straight-jacket contrived with 
the skill and experience of inquisitors who 
have substituted not-so-subtle paragraphs 
and clauses reminiscent of the tron boot and 
the rack, 

The harsh, unbending character of the docu- 
ment’s text may, indeed, be somewhat soft- 
ened by interpretation. That is why the per- 
sonnel of the Maritime Commission is of such 
vital importance, If the appointees are men 
of broad shipping experience and of large 
calibre, the bill may be made to work so as 
to bring about the results summarized in 
Title I. If not, the three chefs have laid an- 
other maritime egg.

careful of his dress. 

The arguments in favor are thin, but 
the arguments against the blues are sub- 
stantial. 

In the first place of all, it will immedi- 
ately establish a most undesirable differ- 
ence between officers of the regular army 
and officers of the reserves. After all of 
our efforts to build one Army of the 
United States, with its several compon- 
ents all pulling together, is it wise to put 
the Regular component in a uniform 
which will set it sharply off from the 
others, more especially from the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps? Junior reserve officers are 
in no position to buy both blues and ser- 
vice uniforms. 

Second, a vast portion of the Regular 
officers are on duty in which they rarely 
wear any sort of wool uniform coat. 
Those on foreign service, those at south- 
ern and southwestern posts, find their 
good wool service uniform coats get very 
little use, not to mention the many offi- 
cers on duty where they wear civilian 
clothes constantly. Such officers—per- 
haps half or more of the total—might 
wear a blue uniform three or four times 
a year for a dress occasion. No special 
uniform is needed for such rare use. 

In short, the addition of a blue uniform 
would mean for thousands of officers 
merely the added expense and inconve- 
nience of purchasing and carrying a- 
round an almost useless costume. I need 
hardly point out that caps with stiff 
visors are always a nuisance in moving. 

Moreover, it is now possible to get 
really good service coats, and gradually 
demote them from best to not-quite-best. 
A blue uniform, once past its first beauty, 
has no secondary assignment for drill 
and bad weather. Alas, it continues to 
be the blue best uniform, getting shabbier 
and shabbier all the while. In other 
words, after a few years the blue uni- 
forms as a whole will be shabbier looking 
than the constantly-replaced “best coat” 
of our present wardrobes. 

As for the enlisted men, how many of 
the “dugouts” around Washington have 
tried to cram a wardrobe into the narrow 
steel locker which serves the soldier? 
One more set of clothes, with another 
dress cap, will certainly not simplify his 
problem. Both for the officer and ‘the en- 
listed man, the blue uniform will mean 
added inconvenience. No soldier has 
cause to be ashamed of the very excellent 
uniform he now receives. It is neat and 
well made, and it is businesslike and 
modern. It is the uniform of a modern 
army, an army of the machine age; and 
certainly you know a soldier when you 
see one. He isn’t mistaken for a conduc- 
tor, fireman, or messenger boy. 

For these reasons, and probably others, 
the Army in the field DOES NOT want 
the blue uniform. The suggestion is de- 
cidedly unpopular among the lower com- 
missioned grades. They do not find a blue 
uniform necessary to improve either their 
appearance, their comfort, or their mor- 
ale. And they certainly don’t think it is 
going to improve their traditions. 

The Army in the field is interested in 
getting ahead with modern training, with 
modern weapons, and modern transpor- 
tation. Everything they can get which is 
forward-looking and progressive is meet- 
ing with their enthusiastic welcome. 
Everybody seems eager to push along 
thru the new fields which have opened 
in the past few years. But this blue uni- 
form business is just a damned nuisance, 
and they hope it will not go any further 
than “proposals.” At least that’s what 
they all say to me.

Blue Dress for Peace Time

It is good news that the War Depart- 
ment is to correct the present ridiculous 
Army uniform situation. 

Since the World War we have been 
experimenting in the unsolvable problem 
of making the same uniform serve two 
diametrically opposite purposes, a uni- 
form which both fits the needs of war and 
peace. We have gone to a ten cent store

The overcoat with its civilian 
buttons is not even a uniform. 

These expensive field uniforms are, 
however, drab and out of tune in peace 
time surroundings. 

Let’s have a blue dress uniform for 
peace time wear and forget peace time 
necessities on our war uniform.

Army Uniforms— 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


Responding to your request for the 
opinions of officers reference to the Blue 
Uniform, the following views are sub- 
mitted : 

a. There should be at least a year’s 
optional period permitted in order to 
allow the impecunious officer to provide 
necessary funds. 

b. Officers now equipped with the Old 
Blues should be permitted to continue 
their use. This clothing represents an 
outlay of as much as $300.00 or more. 
Inasmuch as these uniforms are worn 
only occasionally they are practically 
new, It would therefore be quite unfair 
to require that they be discarded. This 
is especially pertinent reference to the 
blue mess jacket and special evening full 
dress. It is well to remember that gold 
braid is imported and is correspondingly 
expensive. 

ec. The O. D., should by all means be 
re-converted to its proper specifications 
as a field uniform by the elimination of 
all brass gadgets, coat of arms, colored 
cloth tabs, sabre chains, and leather belts 
with gleaming brass. 

d, Eliminate the service cap and substi- 
tute an overseas cap for dress and off- 
duty wear in the field. Our tin hat and 
campaign hat (or pith helmet) are ade- 
quate for all field purposes. 

e. Beat the sabres into kitchen knives. 
This last archaic emblem of days of old 
when knights were bold should not be 
permitted to continue. Ask 80,000 reserve 
officers and, who knows how many thou- 
sand, national guard officers for a vote 
on the sabre. I venture to say that they 
would vote for hanging it over the fire 
place after liberal application of cosmo- 
line! We train for war, but instead of 
handling a rifle and wearing a pistol, we 
hang a chain on our embryo officer, sus- 
pend therefrom a_ shining, dull-edged 
trinket and then watch the victim clutch 
the scabbard, twist himself all out of 
shape, fumble about trying to remember 
when he should be at the order or carry 
and slashing his ears, headgear and cloth- 
ing while he is about the business. I re- 
call many valuable hours wasted on sabre 
manual for R. O. T. C. This time would 
have been well spent with the pistol (or 
any other instruction). Incidentally, our 
regular army sabre manual is rather 
terrible in spots also. 

f. Throw away the oflicer’s leather field 
equipment and issue the soldier's haver- 
sack or a modification thereof as de- 
scribed in a recent issue of the Jnfantry 
Journal, We have actually seen officers 
polishing the brass on field equipment at 
maneuvers! How soon war lessons are 
unlearned, by order. 

g. The white coat should be converted 
to roll collar. Substitute a white overseas 
cap for the white dress cap. 

h. It will be noted that in the above 
there are several recommendations for 
elimination of various articles. These will 
effect economy of funds, space in baggage 
and grief in general. 

i. In conclusion, let us not deceive our- 
selves reference absence of additional ex- 
pense incident to adoption of blues. To 
state that blues replace one dress O. D. 
uniform is to beg the issue ; one must first 
purchase blues and risk the loss of the 


former dress O. D., through motds, tropi- 
cal service and increasing girth amid- 
ships.

Reserve Officer Favors Blues

I have read with great interest your 
item on page 1019 of the July 11th issue 
anent the proposed return of “the blues,” 
I have taken occasion to discuss the sub- 
ject with other Reserve Officers at this 
headquarters, and this letter will express 
more or less their viewpoint as well as 
mine. I think, too, that I know the view- 
point in matters of uniform dress held 
by a great many other Reserves and 
National Guardsmen. 

While it is difficult to visualize pre- 
cisely what so complicated a thing as a 
uniform will look like frém black and 
white type, the blue uniform tentatively 
described in your article meets with our 
hearty approval. It would be dressy, 
enabling us to feel more on equal footing 
with officers of the other Services or of 
foreign Services, when in public with 
them outside of duty hours. It would, it 
seems certain, be much more comfortable 
and would make for that feeling of re- 
laxed and graceful ease, which is im- 
portant in any man’s dress. It would, I 
think, enhance the appearance of sophis- 
tication which should be a distinguishing 
mark of the U. S. Army officer’s dress. 

However, from the Reserve viewpoint, 
I believe the most important consideration 
is that of economy; no allowance, you 
know, is provided Reserves for purchase 
of uniforms. And while, to us on extended 
CCC duty this consideration becomes less 
important, to the officer who is not thus 
favorably situated, uniform expense is a 
big item—a hurdle hard to make if you 
have a family to support or are just start- 
ing to make your fortune in this work-a- 
day world. We like, nevertheless, to look 
as well as our brothers of the Regular Ser- 
vice, particularly at parties and affairs 
given by our own organizations or in 
clubs peopled largely by Reserves. Em- 
phatically, we say, let’s have “the Blues” !
